To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ketton  Rural  District  Council 

Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report 
and  that  of  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 

year  1951. 


The  Public  Health  Statistics  for  1951  were  very 
satisfactory*  The  birth  rate  of  17.3  and  death  rate  of 
11.1  compare  very  favourably  with  corresponding  figures 
for  the  country  as  a whole  of  15.5  and  12. 5 respectively. 
One  child  only  under  1 year  of  age  died  - there  were  no 
still  births  o*  deaths  from  maternal  causes. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  laying  pipes  for 
the  main  supply  of  water  for  the  Ryhall  group  of  villages 
and  for  the  first  time  the  Council  provides  for  th<  collec- 
tion of  refuse  and  night  soil  by  direct  labour.  No  work 
has  been  possible  on  main  sewerage  schemes. 

12  Council  Houses  have  been  built  at  Ryhall  and 
8 houses  were  in  course  of  construction  at  Ryhall,  12  at 
Great  Casterton,  4 at  Pickworth  and  8 at  Ketton.

4 
eases  of  building  without  Plans  or  contrary  to  Byelaws  wore  do toe tee 
during  the  year;  in  three  ^ f these  cases  eh-,  necessary  Plans  vuro 
deposited  and  work  done  satisfactorily.  The  remaining  case  was  under 
consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


BUILDING  LICENSING 

Thirteen  building  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  and  the 
restrictions  on  private  building  again  hampered  development.  The 
repair  quota  is  so  restricted  that  it  is  necessary  to  seek  special 
authority  to  issue  a licence  Hr  any  work  of  a major  nature. 

MEAT  AND  POODS . 


The  throe  slaughter-houses  continue  to  be  used  only  in  emergency 
and  for  the  slaughter  of  private  bacon  pigs,  butchers  s h~ ps  still 
being  supplied  from  the  Government  slaughtering  centre  at  Stamford,

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One  site  for  a caravan  was  licensed  under  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936  at  Pyball  during  the  year.  An  umuth-Tlafid 
van  at  Ketton  was  removed  as  a result  of  informal  action. 


7ATEP  SUPPLIES . 

The  main  event  of  the  year  was  the  commencement  of  pipe-laying 
for  the  main  water  scheme  for  the  northern  pro  up  of  Parishes  which 
had  made  very  good  progress  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Owing  to  some 
delay  in  obtaining  approval  f ^ r the  contract  for  providing  free 
communication  pipes  to  the  boundaries  of  private  properties  no  houses 
were  connected  during  the  year  but  it  was  anticipated  that  the  whole 
schema  would  be  .completed  in  1952.  The  b^roe  at  Hyhall  thus  continued 
to  bo  used  only  for  the  24  now  Council  Houses.  Bcgular  haot  *•!  1-  leal 
sampling  of  the  main  supplies  at  He tton  and  Byhall  has  been  continued 
and  the  results  arc  summarised  in  the  table  below.  following  s°mc 
trouble  with  scaling  of  boilers  in  the  now  Council  Fmisos  at  Ketton, 
it  was  decided  to  treat  the  Parish  supply  with  a seal,  preventer.  In 
addition  to  chlorination  this  water  is  n'-w  dosed  with  approx.  5 
parts  per  million  of  " Calgon"  (Sodium  hexonotaph^sphate  ) which  has 
given  very  encouraging  results.

A visit  of  inspection  by  a G^v^rnm-.nt  Inspector  in  connection 
with  the  proposal  to  afford  a water  supply  for  Clipsham  place 

during  the  year.  Th  proposal  is  to  sink  a V r.  and  afford  a piped 
supply  for  the  village  using  the  existing  r serve  ir  at  Clips  Mm  Hall 
Stables.  Approval  to  the  sinking  of  .a  trial  bore  has  since  been 
received.  .'.ggangormn ts  were  also  mad.,  with  the  Cund le  and  Thransf-n 
H.D.C.  to  afford  a supnly  for  Tixovor  firm  that  C 'un oil’s  bor  e which 
is  being  sunk  in  that  Parish. 

The  Stamford  V/at--r works  has  made  application  for  a Fringe  Order 
to  extend  its  area  of  supply  in  the  Parish  of  Tina  oil  to  cover  new 
building  development  and  when  these  various  schemes  mat  ur  v the  water 
ay-roly  TvrnhViop  ~ f the  District  will  haT’e  been  largely  solved. 


KEPUSS  DISPCSAh- 

The  second  major  event  of  the  past  ye-ar  was  the  implementa- 
tion of  the  long  overdue  scheme  of  refuse  and  night-soil  collec- 
tion by  direct  labour.  The  Council  obtained  a Sholvoke  and 
Drowry  vehicle  for  refuse  collection  and  adapted  the  old  night- 
soil  cart  for  use  as  a trailer  and  thus  in  July  was  able  to 
provide  a wockly  collection  of  both  house  refuse  and  night-soil 
in  every  Parish  in  the  District.

This  scheme  has  worked  well  and  the  construction  of  a go, rag 
and  depot  were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Three  man  h'.vo 
boon  found  amply  sufficient  to  operate  this  service.  It  is  to 
he  hoped  that  1952  will  C-C  the  common  coo:  nt  of  at  least  of 
the  Council’s  sewerage  schomcs  as  a stco  towards  the  aboli+ion 
of  the  objectionable  rail  closet  which  predominates  throughout 
the  District  at  Present.
